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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In amending the independent claims by changing "comprising" to "consisting", a question of obviousness with 
respect to the rigid support or mounting portion 61 in Casarez et al is raised that had not been considered or addressed in the final Office 
action rejection. Such a limitation requires additional search and consideration of the elements that define the "flexible thin dielectric film" 
and whether additional support is needed or required. The term "thin" has also been added that was neither considered nor addressed at 
the time of closing prosecution.
